Y.  Sechler  who  died  at  Monint  (sp)  N.D.  about  2  years  ago,  father  of  Mrs.  Richard  Thayer  of 
Porcupine,  were  brought  to  Gordon  Wednesday  for  interment  in  the  Gordon  Cemetery.  A  funeral 
service  of  the  remains  will  be  conducted  at  the  Presbyterian  church  at  2  P.M.  Sunday  by  Rev., 
G.  D.  Hayden.”  Taken  from  the  “Crawford  Tribune”  June  26,  1903.  “Arkansas  John”  “(John  Y. 
Sechler)  was  one  of  the  noted  characters  of  the  early  days  of  Crawford.  He  was  bom  in  Pa.  and 
went  to  school  in  Danville,  Pa.  In  1851  he  left  that  state  and  came  west,  and  went  to  freighting 
on  the  old  Deadwood  and  Sidney  trail,  and  on  one  of  his  trips  was  captured  by  the  Cheyenne 
Indians  and  held  prisoner  for  13  years.  Finding  escape  from  the  Cheyenne  impossible,  he 
married  into  the  Sioux  nation.  Prior  to  the  starting  of  the  town  of  Crawford  he  had  filed 
homestead  papers  on  what  is  now  a  portion  of  the  Fort  Robinson  military  reservation.  His 
homestead  was  bought  by  the  Government  in  1886,  when  he  came  to  Crawford  and  put  up  a  log 
building  in  the  southern  part  of  town.  Mr.  Sechler  was  a  man  of  herculean  build,  being  6  feet  3 
inches  in  stocking  feet,  and  proportionately  large,  weighing  over  300  pounds.  One  of  “Arkansas 
John’s”  exploits  in  Crawford’s  early  days  was  to  take  a  $10  bill  and  break  all  the  monte  banks 
in  one  night.  His  heart  was  as  large  as  his  body,  and  he  had  a  friend  in  every  one  who  knew  him. 
It  was  the  Indians  who  gave  him  the  name  “Arkansas  John”  first  styling  him  “The  Big  Man  from 
beyond  the  Arkansaw:  which  dwindled  down  to  plain  “Arkansas  John.”

#189.  Henry  Thomas,  s/o  Abia  and  Jane  (Teats)  John  (120),  was  b.  23  Sept.,  1835  in  Locust 
Twp.,  Columbia  Co.,  Pa.  and  d.  9  June,  1903.  During  the  Civil  War  Henry  was  a  sargeant  in  Co. 
H  of  the  132nd  Pa.  Volunteers.  He  m.  8  July,  1863  to  Mary  Ellen,  d/o  Silas  H.  and  Eliza  (Rink) 
Johnson.  She  was  b.  12  Feb.,  1842  and  d.  1  Aug.,  1901.  Both  buried  Mt.  Carmel  Cem., 
Northumberland  Co.,  Pa.  They  had  10  issue:  Silas  C.,  Charles  L.(280),  C.Elmer  (281),  Eliza  J., 
William  H.,  George  W.,  Abia  F.,  a  Girl,  Howard  M.,  and  a  Girl  (both  Girls  must  have  died  close 
to  birth  since  no  names  are  given).

Dec.,  1894  to  Susan  Keller  who  was  b.  1886.  They  had  2  issues  Donald  T.,  and  Milton  Curt,  both 
b.  Bloomsburg,  Pa. 

(I)  Donald  Thomas  b.  25  Sept.,  1895.  Reports  indicate  he  lived  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  then 
moved  to  South  Bend,  Ind.  Supposed  to  have  m.  twice  and  died  there. 

(II)  Milton  Curt  b.  3  Mar.,  1903.  reports  indicate  he  lived  in  Bloomsburg  for  a  while,  then 
went  to  Altoona,  Pa.  where  he  worked  for  a  railroad.  He  m.  and  had  2  or  3  issue.  Died  there. 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON  b.  15  Apr.,  1875  and  d.  9  Dec.,  1901.  He  was  a  Plumber.  George 
m.  4  June,  1898  to  Mary  Jane  Foulk  and  they  had  3  issues  Russell  M.  and  Samuel  G.  There  was 
a  baby  between  the  2  boys,  but  no  record  of  it. 

(I)  Russell  Mason  b.  9  Nov.,  1899.  According  to  Russell’s  cousin  Gertrude  Fowler,  Russell 
used  to  stay  at  their  farm  outside  of  Pottstown,  Pa.  in  summer.  She  recalls  that  he  married,  lived 
in  Wilmington,  Del.  and  d.  young 

(II)  Samuel  George  no  dates  or  facts  found. 
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When  George  was  about  30  he  contracted  a  kidney  disease  and  died.  His  widow  and  children 
lived  in  Wilmington,  Del. 

ABIA  FRANK  b.  4  Aug.,  1877  and  d.  19  Dec.,  1931.  He  m.  15  June,  1911  to  Phoebe 
Wightman.  Frank,  as  he  preferred  being  called,  was  graduated  from  Dickinson  Law  School, 
Carlisle,  Pa.  in  1901  and  was  admitted  to  practice  law  before  both  the  Pa.  State  and  United 
States  Supreme  Courts.  He  was  director  of  the  Union  National  bank,  and  director  and  treasurer 
of  the  Anthractic  building  and  Loan  association.  Also  director  and  treasurer  of  the  Mt.  Carmel 
Water  Co.  He  also  was  solictor  for  the  Liberty  State  Bank  and  Trust  co.,  the  Sobeski  Building 
and  Loan  assoc.,  the  Citizens  building  and  Loan  Assoc.,  and  the  Borough  Poor  District.  Frank 
was  very  active  throughout  his  life  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He  served  on  the  board 
of  Trustees,  was  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist  Children’s  Home,  and  served  as  president  of  the 
Layman’s  assoc,  of  the  Central  Penna.  Conference.  He  was  a  Mason,  a  member  of  the  Sons  of 
Union  Vets,  and  Modern  Woodmen  of  America.  Frank  and  Phoebe  had  3  issue:  Sarah,  Frank, 
and  Baby  girl.  None  survived  infancy. 

HOWARD  MILTON  b.  4  Mar.,  1881  and  d.  2  Apr.,  1948,  He  m.  1  Feb.,  1907  to  Elizabeth  Alice 
Swage  who  was  b.  11  Jan.,  1880  and  d.  7  Aug.,  1963.  They  had  1  issue:  Theodore  H. 

(I)  Theodore  Henry  b.  17  Aug.,  1908.  He  owned  a  Grocery  Store  in  Bloomsburg,  Pa.  He  m. 
Mary  Hummel  who  was  b.  2  Apr.,  1909  and  d.  1962.  NI.  Henry  had  taught  school  for  several 
years.  In  Aug.,  1862  he  enlisted  and  served  the  time.  In  Sept.,  1864  he  re-enlisted,  this  time  in 
CoH  of  the  17th  Pa.  Cavalary.  He  participated  in  many  engagements  and  battles,  including 
South  Mountain,  Antietam,  Cedar  Creek,  Gordonville  and  Five  Forks.  On  9  Apr.,  1865  he  was 
present  when  Gen.  Lee  surrendered  at  Appomatox.  After  the  war  he  returned  home  and  entered 
the  general  merchandise  business,  and  followed  this  until  his  death.  He  was  Chief  Burgess  for 
2  terms  in  1869  and  1871.

#190.  Lloyd  Garrison,  s/o  Abia  and  Jane  (Teats)  John  (120),  was  b.  22  Dec.,  1840  in 
Northumberland  Co.,  Pa.  He  became  a  school  teacher.  Lloyd  m.  Matilda  Adams  and  they  had  a 
son  Ezra  (282).  He  served  in  the  Civil  War  -  Military  Records  in  the  National  archives  indicate 
that  he  was  a  private  in  the  47th  Pa.  Infantry.  After  the  war  Lloyd  and  Matilda  separated  and 
he  headed  west.  Believed  that  he  was,  for  a  time,  in  Neb.  possibly  with,  or  near,  his  brother 
Daniel,  but  eventually  he  ended  somewhere  in  Calif.  According  to  a  handwritten  note  of  Lloyd’s 
younger  brother,  Jeremiah.  Lloyd  m.  Mary  Ann  McKillip,  probably  in  Calif.  They  had  2  issue: 
Erma  and  Chester.  We  have  no  information  about  either  of  these  issue.  George  W.  John  told  this 
writer  that  he  recalls  his  grandfather,  Jeremiah,  made  a  train  trip  about  1920  to  Neb.  and  then 
on  to  Calif,  to  visit  2  of  his  brothers,  presumably  Daniel  in  Neb.  and  Lloyd  in  Calif.

They  had  4  issue:  Patsy  Kay,  Randy, 
Susan  Ada,  and  Jody.  No  facts  about  them.

#192.  Jeremiah  Moore,  s/o  Abia  and  Jane  (Teats)  John  (120),  was  b.  19  Jan.,  1848  on  a  farm 
in  Northumberland  Co.,  Pa.  and  d.  31  Jan.,  1936.  He  m.  5  Feb.,  1870  to  Harriet  A.  Reider. 
Harriet,  d/o  John  and  Elizabeth  (Yetter)  Reider,  was  b.  6  Jan.,  1849  and  d.  16  Mar.,  1934.  They 
had  5  issue:  Harry  O.  (285),  Maruice  E.,  Lillian  I.,  Jeremiah  W.  (286),  and  Mabel  M.  Jeremiah 
and  his  family  first  lived  in  Riverside,  Pa.  then,  in  1880,  moved  to  Mt.  Carmel,  Pa.  and  lived  on 
East  Second  St.  Jeremiah  entered  the  lumber  business,  after  many  years  in  the  business  he 
contracted  a  severe  and  long  drawn  out  case  of  Maleria  or  Typhoid  Fever.  Apparently  those 
whom  he  entrusted  the  business  during  this  illness  did  a  poor  job,  for  he  had  to  sell  the  business. 
Then  in  1899  the  family  moved  to  Wilkinsburg,  a  suburb  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  He  and  Harriet  were 
loyal  members  of  the  Ross  Ave.,  M.E.  Church. 

MAURICE  ELWOOD  b.  25  Dec.,  1873  and  d.  1925.  He  became  a  printer  and  typesetter  by 
trade,  working  at  one  time  for  the  Westinghouse  Electric  Co.  in  their  Dept,  of  Printing.

MABEL  MIRIAM  b.  29  Jan.,  1893  and  d.  2  July,  1894.  According  to  a  newspaper  clipping, 
the  cause  of  death  was  “convulsions  superinducted  by  the  excessive  heat  of  yesterday.  ”

#193.  Gilmour  (Gilmore),  s/o  Jesse  and  Mary  (Marks)  John  (121),  was  b.  19  Feb.,  1853  in 
Bear  Gap,  Pa.  and  d.  27  Jan.,  1926.  As  a  child  he  lived  with  his  parents  in  Mt.  Carmel,  Pa.  He 
m.  July,  1874  to  Kathryn  Davis.  For  a  short  time  he  was  baggage  master  of  the  Pensy  Station 
in  Mt.  Carmel.  He  was  the  1st  stationary  engineer  at  the  Power  House  of  the  Shamokin  and  Mt. 
Carmel  Transit  Co.  Later  he  was  engineer  of  the  Edgewood  Eagle  Silk  Mill  and  worked  there 
for  over  26  years.

Katie  moved  to 

Shamokin  (actually  Coal  Twp.)  and  purchased  a  house  at  1331  West  Arch  St.  across  from  the 
silk  mill  in  which  he  worked.  As  an  adult,  Gilmore  was  a  stout  man  who  wore  a  full  mustache. 
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In  1920  he  suffered  a  stroke  and  was  forced  to  retire  from  active  work.  He  recovered  and 
enjoyed  good  health  until  about  1923  when  he  had  a  second  stroke  which  left  him  in  a  weakened 
condition.  A  third  stroke  was  suffered  and  he  became  unconscious  and  remained  in  that 
condition  until  death  claimed  him  at  12:05  am.  Kathryn  Davis  was  b.  4  Dec.,  1857  in  Hallifax, 
Nova  Scotia,  the  d/o  of  David  and  Annie  Davis.  Her  Mother  died  when  she  was  very  young. 
Sometime  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  David,  with  his  two  daus.  Katie  and  Annie,  left  Nova  Scotia 
and  migrated  to  1  of  the  Carolinas.  He  remarried  there,  then  the  family  moved  north  to 
Mt.Carmel,  Pa.  “Grammy”,  as  we  children  all  called  her,  told  me  that  her  own  mother  could 
never  have  been  any  nicer  than  her  stepmother  was.  After  Gilmore  died,  Katie  sold  her  home  to 
son  Jesse  and  lived  among  some  of  her  children  and  we  were  one  of  the  lucky  ones  she  stayed 
with  -  how  my  brother  and  I  loved  her!  She  was  a  little  woman  &  I  picture  her  with  white  hair 
pulled  back  in  a  bun.  She  wore  dresses  that  reached  to  her  ankle  and  seemed  to  always  have  on 
an  apron.  She  did  beautiful  needlework  and  was  an  outstanding  seamstress.  She  used  to  raise 
chicken  and  quite  often  had  a  box  of  her  peeps  in  the  kitchen  next  to  the  big  old  coal  stove.  She, 
of  course,  used  them  to  feed  her  family,  but  Grammy  would  never  eat  chicken!  When  this  writer 
was  a  child  we  had  a  family  reunion  at  Edgewood  Park  in  Shamokin,  and  all  the  adults  sat 
around  the  picnic  benches  and  talked  while  we  children,  Grammy  included,  spent  the  day  riding 
the  amusements  of  the  park-  she  was  like  that!  Then  1  day  about  1934-35  she  fell  down  the 
steps  at  her  daughter’s  home  in  Canton,  Pa.  and  broke  her  hip  and  never  completely  recovered. 
On  Saturday,  the  28th  of  Mar.,  1936  at  3:30  A.M.  she  left  us.  Both  grandparents  are  buried  in 
the  Beaverdale  (Alaska)  Cem.  outside  of  Mt.  Carmel.  Gilmore  and  Katie  had  10  issue:  Edgar, 
George  A.  (287),  Annie,  Mary  (288),  Sallie,  Jesse  (289),  Townsend  K.  (290),  Ralston  (291),  Hugh

ANNIE  b.  22  Jan.,  1879  and  d.  1973.  She  m.  Edward  H.  Yungfleisch  who  was  b.  21  Oct.,  1877 
and  d.  19  May,  1956.  Annie  did  not  like  her  name  and  wanted  to  be  called  Nancy,  but  a 
compromise  must  have  been  reached  at  some  time  for  she  was  called  Nan.  At  the  time  of  their 
marriage,  Ed  was  the  manager  of  a  large  laundry  in  Phila.,  but  later  left  the  job  and  he  and  Nan 
went  to  Davenport,  Iowa  where  they  both  became  Chiropractors,  although  Nan  never  worked 
at  it.  Ed  set  up  an  office  in  Towanda,  Pa.  and  they  lived  there  in  various  apartments  until  he 
died.  After  his  death,  Nan  lived  in  an  apartment  in  Canton  for  a  time  until  she  could  enter  the 
Masonic  Home  in  Phila.  (she  belonged  to  the  Eastern  Star  on  the  strength  of  her  brothers)  and 
remained  there  until  her  death.

Both  buried  Odd 
Fellows  Cem.  on  the  Treverton  Road,  outside  of  Shamokin.  He  was  one  of  my  favorite  uncles  and 
was  always  so  pleasant  and  fun  to  be  around.  Aunt  Agnes  always  said  that  she  hated  housework 
and  cooking,  but  I  think  she  was  not  telling  the  truth  for  I  always  remember  their  place  as  a 
clean,  neat  home.  And  oh,  the  aroma  of  fresh  baked  bread,  then  cut  thick  and  her  homemade 
jam  on  it!  No,  she  was  both  good  cook  and  housekeeper.  They  lived  in  Shamokin  all  their  lives 
except  for  a  short  time  in  Canton  when  Hugh  and  Bert  ran  their  brother-in-law’s  hotel  there 
during  prohibition.  They  had  1  issue:  Shirley  M.  (412).
